Ma^ Problem Discussed

The Key problem facing the West in its communication with newly-emergent notions Is 
that so few of us know what the West represents, declared Lewis Perinbam yesterday. 



Mr. Perinbam, Secretary of the 
Canadian National Commission for 
UNESCO, was spealting on "The 
Responsibility of the University to 
Society on an International Level", 
the 'first of Newman Center's stu- 
dies of University importance. He 
stressed that Foreign Aid pro- 
grams overemphasize technologic- 
al training, neglecting to present 
Western moral and political ideals, 
the only area where we differ from 
Communism. 

BINDING FORCE 
The Universities, a natural bind- 
ing force in international affairs, 
must meet the challenge of exhi- 
biting the West to what he terms 
"the re cmerging nations", without 
being condescending to their his- 
torical traditions. Canada, with its 
admirable reputation, is especial- 
ly responsible for the forging of 
links with Afro-Asian universities. 

The most important division, in 
the .view, of Jhesc nations, is. not 
betwcen':'thé'<Communist and West-

em blocs, but between the "have" 
and "havenot" nations. Thus, the 
present "World Revolution" is not 
an ideological but a human one, an 
attempt to regahi the dignity lost 
under colonial rule^ 

PRESERVE VALUES 
The basic roles of the Universi- 
ties, Mr. Perinbam suggested, we- 
re the preservation of our Civiliza- 
tion's basic values and culture, the 
advancement of our knowledge of 
the world and its inhabitants, and 
the ideal of "Social Good", and 
the developing of individual mhids 
in freedom. Universities also have 
a responsibility to widen the na- 
tion's outlook, while teaching it 
the skills to accomplish any task. 

On the practical level, he urged 
that graduates spend two or three 
years, perhaps teaching, in dcve- 
lophig countries, before taking up 
thehr career. Not only does this 
broaden one's education, but it 
creates person-to^person contacts. 
Mr. Perinbam favors private, ra- 
ther than government, financing of 
these . exchanges, as it increases 
program flexibility and awareness 
in the public. He suggested that 
if each Canadian University stu- 
dent contributed one dolhur to 
CUSO', the necessary total of 
^00.000 would be achieved. 



Attitudes of previous colonial 
nations towards the West have 
changed, and the attitudes of form- 
er imperialist nations have to chan- 
ge too. The University is the means 
for this change.

Union Progress 

The Winter issue of McGlll News, quarterly pu- 
blication of our Graduates' Society, has some inter- 
esting news on the progress of plans for o replace- 
ment for Cro-Magnon House. In an unsigned ortido 
entitled "McGill Builds", plans for a two-stage deve- 
lopment program are described. 

The following excerpts from the report are of 
Interest to all students concerned with the vital prob- 
lem of a new student centre. "Funds for the immediate 
stage of this development pjan, which involves nine 
major projects, are already in hand. ... It is anti- 
cipated that work on all the projects in the initial 
stage will have commenced before the Spring of 1962, 
and a number of thern have already been completed 
or are now in process." 

Listed as Item number ten (sic) In the first stage 
is a University Centre. The report continues : "The 
urgent need for facilities to replace the present Stu- 
dents' Union has prompted the development commit- 
tees to recommend early action in the provision of a 
modern University Centre for student activities, ol- 
though the university has at the moment less than half 
the money that will be required for its construction. 
The matter of an appropriate site and the preparation 
of plans is presently being actively Investigated. It is 
envisioned that the University Centre will contain 
dining facilities for faculty and students. Ballroom 
and meeting rooms, offices for student organizations, 
the University Book Store,^. lounges, reading rooms, 
music rooms, a student dormitory, warden's suite and 
various service rooms. The sum of $1,173,000 is now 
in hand but the estimated total cost has been set at 
$2,950,000." 

We are encouraged to know that the planning 
for our new Union has progressed to the stage of 
"active investigation". However, there are one or two 
points raised by the report which we hope our New 
Union Committee is looking Into. 

Although the proposed University Centre is 
tacked on as a kind of appendage to phase one In 
the report, it is'clearly not Included In the promise of 
preliminary construction by this Spring. Indeed no 
target dotes in this connection are mentioned. 

Secondly, the report Indicates that the university 
Is short by some $1,777,000 of the necessary funds 
but it also declares that some $3,623,000 Is already 
available for phase two developments to be carried 
out in the 1963-65 period. We trust that this is not 
a true indication of the priority being placed on the 
Union. 

Finally, we are somewhat curious about' the 
- nature of the proposed University Centre. We have 
-ho particular objection to the inclusion of the Uni- 
versity Book, Store but we are rather dubious about 
those warden's quarters. There have been persistent 
reports circulating to the effect that the new Univer- 
sity Centre, when It Is ultimately built, will be placed 
under the administrative authority of the University. 

We are proud at McGill of the freedom our 
students hdve In the management of their own activi- 
ties. We are proud of the way our fellow students 
have, under the most trying of circumstances, admi- 
nistered Cro-Magnon' House. Much as we desire to 
see the New Union built, anxious as we ore to en- 
courage and facilitate the planning, we must em- 
phatically proclaim our opposition to any proposals 
that would transfer responsibility over the new Union 
from the student body.

Firstly, It should be realized 
that a complete transition from 
last year's mockery was very dif- 
ficult, especially when consider- 
ing that many of the participants 
were the same. Secondly, in spite 
of the immaturity of many of the 
M.P.'s, several serious bills of 
high calibre were introduced. 
The foundation of a serious par- 
liament must be built before we 
can hope that more capable stu- 
dents will take part 

Further, it Is a definite mista- 
ke to think that any party enter- 
ed this year's parliament with 
the hope of excelling as clowns. 
Every political group entered 
with serious intention and the 
so-called circus acts were due to 
a misunderstanding oh the part 
of many of the members as to 
what the role of a politician is, 
and how a person should assume 
this role in the House of Com- 
mons. 

The Progressive Conservative 
Party was especially guilty In 
this respect. Though its inten- 
tions were serious, the members 
were undoubtedly labouring un- 



purposes and decorum which the 
Queen's Loyal Opposition should 
display. It seemed as if their on- 
]y object was to hear their own 
voices and find the best means 
to overthrow the existing govern- 
ment. The dignity of the House 
was completely ignored by these 
gentlemen if there was any op- 
portunity to ridicule the govern- 
ment. So Intent were they on 
playing the role of the sophisti- 
cated politician, that they only 
helped to underline the stigma 
of pettiness with which this 
year's parliament was endowed 
by their numerous procedural 
quibbles. 

The Liberal Party also display- 
ed their share of tactics by try- 
ing to avoid presenting a Speech 
from the Throne that would en- 
able concrete debate to follow. 
Many of the Party's members 
preferred to chat in the halls ra- 
ther than listen to the argu- 
ments which the Opposition had 
to offer. Several ministers intro- 
duced several well thought out 
and constructive bills, but unfor-

winter stadium skating rink 



That article Is certainly In 
need of revision, for If there Is 
one facility that Is effectively 
not open to all students, it is the 
McGill Winter SUdium. 

The ice rink is open for use of 
the general student body on 
Monday night from 8 to 10 pm, 
and on Saturday evening from 6 
to 7. 

Surely, no one considers that 
the use of the rink for 3 hours 
per week, places it in the cate- 
gory of a sports facility open to 
all students? What is the use of 
having a rink if it is not to be 
used by the students, or rather, 
if the students are not permitted 
to use it, for anyone who has 
been to the rink on Monday 
night can testify that it Is-'gene- 
rally packed. 

As it is now, the rink Is rent- 
ed out to Montreal's teams at $15 

■ an hour or in use of the McGill 
team, all week long, except for 
3 hours. Has our rink been built 
for the clubs of Montreal or per- 

.haps to give a McGiU hockey 
team soniewhere to practice? 

It seems that the whole Idea 
of having a team to represent 
McGill is highly artificial if it 
does not represent the sponta- 
neous interest and activity of 
the students In this particular 
sport, and how can this develop 
if the skating rink is closed to 
the students. 

Whatever tlie reason, this si- 
tuation Is certainly not due to 
the lack of interest of the stu- 
dents. Surely then, it is not too 
much to ask that the Winter Sta- 
dium be opened to the general 
student body more often? What 
is the use of having the finest 
sports facilities in Canada if they

felt its main role was to bang ^ 
on Ubles and yell 'nasty* com- 
ments at their ancient enemy. 

Thé remaining three parties, 
though not having the political 
experience of some of the mem- 
bers of the two major parlies, 
acted in much more decerns man- 
ner and on the whole greatly con- 
tributed towards a better Parlia- 
ment 

The League for Nuclear Dis- 
armament, though very sincere 
about their arguments, unfortu- 
nately, confined themselves to 
one concern, and therefore did 
not have that diversity whlçh any 
political party .must possess to 
properly represent and discuss , 
the numerous problems with 
which Canada is faced. 

Thus, in general, one may say 
that the members of this year's 
parliament have much to learn 
respecting what constitutes not 
only a politician but that sort of 
politician who vAU be most bene- 
ficial to the .welfare of our coun- 
try. This in • Itself relates the 
necessity of a Model Parliament; 
and if a worthwhile purpose and 
defined accomplishments have 
been established, future parlia- 
ments may prove this year's ses- 
sion to be of definite value. 

People should also consider 
that many members of parlia- 
ment took three days of their ti- 
me and many weeks of prépara* 
tion to develop something much 
more tangible than what was 
called a "CIRCUS".

Two McGill debaters talked 
itentiary lost Saturday. 

Phil DeZwireIc and Normie May 
upheld the affirmative of the to- 
pic, "Resolved that a panel of three 
Judges should replace the jury sys- 
tem". There was a system of dou- 
ble voting used to determined the 
winners of the debate. In a house 
vote, McGill won by a wide ma- 
jority. When the judges' decision 
was announced, however, Norfolk 
was victorious. On Sunday, « re- 
count was ordéred, and* it was dis- 
covered that McGill had won the 
judges' decision as well. 

The Norfolk team argued that 
the Jury system was an inherent 
part of the U.S. Democratic sys- 
tem. McGill rtben^M'proeeeded to 
show that there were many exam- 
ples of errors by Juries, such as 
condemning innocent men to death 
or lifo in prison. There are also 
cases too complicated for the man 
in the street to understand, making 
it impossible for him to make an 
intelligent Judgement. 

The McGill men went on to say 
that Judges are impartial, and 
pointed out that no . Jury • could 
have arrived at the decision in 
the Brown vs. the Board of Educ- 
ation case. (The Supreme ,Court 
upheld the School Desegregation 
decision.)
